This  vacation 
is  subject  to  the  right  of  the  city  to  possess  and  have  a legal 
title  to  a right-of-way  for  a public  sewer  in  said  vacated  alley, 
which  may  be  hereafter  constructed  and  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
city  to  enter  upon  said  vacated  alley  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a sewer  and  of  making  repairs  to  said  proposed  sewer  or  otherwise 
as  herein  set  out  and  that  any  obstruction  hereafter  made  upon  said 
vacated  alley  by  any  property  owner  or  owners  of  property  abutting 
on  said  vacated  alley  interfering  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
in  the  exercise  of  their  easement  herein  reserved  shall  be  removed 
by  said  Board  at  the  expense  of  said  property  owner  or  owners. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacation  now  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City, 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  and  all  expenses  connected  therewith 
to  be  assessed  against  the  property  beneficially  affected  thereby.
